The hot weather has come. It was long 
in coming, but it is safe to say that from 
the présenht day until far into September 
the temperature will be high and the suf- 
fering in the over-populated quarters of 
the city will be great. 

Early Tucsday morning the city was 
wrapped in mists that presaged hot weath- 
er. The sun cume out and wiped away 
the fog that arvuse from the sod:len earth, 
robbing the air of its ozone and increas- 
ing the heat. 

it is not easy for strong men, used to 
hardships, to withstand the heat of this 
climat® when the sun gets cown to busi- 
ness and pours its burning rays upon the 
city for 12 hours out of the vay. Brick 
and mortar and pavements absorv heat as 
a sponge takes water.

PLANT FOUND IN CHICAGO 


FINEST HALF DOLLARS EVER 


TURNED OUT. 


He Is One of the Few Counterfeiters 
Who Use Steel Dies Instead of 
Plaster of Paris Mold for 
Making Money. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, July 2.—Alfred 8. Cunning- 
ham has been a prisoner in the jall 
Saturday afternoon, and since the hour of 
his arrest, for the first time in over four 
years, Chicago has been free from the cir- 
culation of the Lest counterfeit half-dollars 
that ever were put cn the market. “Th: 
king of the Chicago counterfeiters’ is what 
the government secret service officers calli 
their prisoner, and to support this state- 
ment they have almost 60¢ of the bogus 
coins and the best outfit that was ever 
seized in this district. 

Cunningham bad eluded the secret service 
officers since 18%, and is conceded to be 
one of the shrewdest makers of spurious 
coins in the country. Capt. Perter and his 
assistant, A. L. Gallaher, made the arrest 
in a house at the rear of 55 Morgen street, 
and behind the false wall of a closet there 
the government detectives found a complete 
plan and several sacks of counterfeit coins. 

Cunningham was one of the few counter- 
feiters in the country who used steel aies 
instead of plaster of paris molds for mak- 
ing the coln. As a result the money turned 
out of his flat was hardly discernible as 
counterfeit. The half-dollars contained as 
much pure silver as the genuine coins of 
the government and for this reason the 
maker never had trouble in passing them 
He admitted to the secret-serv.ce men that 
he had been making them since 18%. He 
said he had had no accomplice and had 
passed a number which he could not esti- 
mate. 


Posed as 
an Inventor. 

Cunningham was a machinist by trade 
and the neighbors who saw him for the 
last five years going to and from his lonely 
workshop understood that he was an in- 
ventor. His three rooms in the house at 
the rear of 55 Morgan street, on the third 
floor, were reached by narrow stairwa)s 
and walks which led around the house in 
front. Occasionally, he invited some old 
man from the neighborhood to smoke or 
drink in his kitchen, but none ot his callers 
suspected that one of the nest counterfeit- 
ing plants in the country was hidden care- 
fuily in an adjoining room.

CYCLONE-PROOF HOUSES. 


A Frenchman has discovered a building material which should 
be as near cyclone-proof anything yet found w.thin the 
bounds of cheapness. It is known as ‘“‘ciment arme,”’ of strength- 
ened cement. Iron or steel wires are imbedded in cement, and it 
has been found that the wires thus imbedded do not rust. A 
building made of this material, with connected wires all through 
and the cement practically one rock, all round aud through every 
dividing wall, would, perhaps, stronger than 
Known in architecture.

Separate the yolks from 12 eggs, whisk 
them for a few minutes and then place 
them in a double china saucepan, the outer 
saucepan being filled with polling water.

teacupful of whipped cream. Whisk all 
well together for five or six minutes, place 
in a delicately oiled mould and then in the 
freezer and freeze for three hours. Dip the 
mould in cold water, turn out carefully and 
serve on a fancy dessert paper or dolly. 


Melon Sherbet. 

Take one quart of the juice and pulp of 
the muskmelon, one pint of orange juice 
and one and one-half pounds of sugar; mix 
to a clear syrup, adding a few drops of 
amber to give color and one fr two drops 
of carmine to add richness to the appear- 
ance Pour into a freezer, turning the 
crank slowly and ateadily at first, and con- 
tinue for 20 minutes. Then scrape down the

DEAD IN LONDON

Was One of the Most Bril 
liantof English Riders. 


LONDON, July 2.—J. Watts, the Jockey, 
is dead. 


Next to the immortal Fred Archer and 
*“Charlie’’ Wood, Jockey Watts was recor- 
rized as one of the most brilliant riders 
the English turf ever produced. 

For more than a quarter of a century he 
has been a prominent figure on the princi- 
pal English race courses and has been em- 
ployed by royalty itself. It was he who 
plicted King Edward'’s—then the Prince of 
Watles—Persimmon to victory in the Eng- 
lish Derby of 1896. 

He has also ridden for the Duke of West- 
minster. Col. MeCalmont and the Earl of 
Roosebery. He was a patriotic follower 
of English methods in the saddle, 
steadily refused to adopt the crouching 
atvie of Tod Sloan and other 
American riders.

FEVERISH ADVANCE IN STOCK 


CHICAGO, July 2.—All grains were sub- 
jected to a strong bearish pressure at the 
opening today. Fine weather, heavy grain 
movement and a great improvement ‘in 
grading, due to the better weather, in- 
duced plentiful offerings. Little stuff was 
wanted by anyone except shorts and oe 
were waiting for further drops in a ry 
weak market before covering. September 
wheat underwent a gradual depression, in- 
fluenced by general selling of small lots and 


indications of a very large primary move- 
ment. It opened %@\%c to \%@%c pawn at 
76% to 74sec and weakened to 7 The 
general feeling on the floor was t ‘at the 
depression was the natural reflex of the 
bumper crop. july opened 4%@kc down at 

3 to 734c, and held near the lower figure. 
Local receipts were heavy at 632 cars, 28 of 
contract grade (of these 525 were new crop); 
Minneapolis and Duluth reported 256 cars, 
making a total for the three points of 788 
cars, against 712 last week and 70 a year 
ago. Kansas City and St. Louis were very 
bearish on receipts of 1,000 bu, against 
366,000 last year. 

July corn was Offered freely at the start 
of trade without any takers at the open- 
ing. The price broke le to 2¢ at @&c to 69c 
and declined to 58c. September opened ke 
to % lower at 58 to 57\c, in sympathy with 
the July break and on heavy receipts and 
excellent weather. With July manipulation 

out of the way, apparently, ‘the crowd was 
inclined to allow inflation prices to seek a 
level which they considered more natura! 
when compared to the big crop expected. 
September turned very weak and plunged 
to 56%c in 20 minutes. Receipts were 334 
cars, 94 of contract grade. 

Oats shorts had the comforting news that 
300,000 bushels of contract deliverable stuff 
on hand at the opening today. The prom- 
ised big movement to this market was 
realized, and 686 cars, 172 of contract grade 
and 516 of the new crop, arrived. This 
broke July new prices 3c on the first sale 
at 55c. Business in July was almost noth- 
ing early. September, however, felt the 
influence of fine weather, big receipts and 
improved grading. That option opened k@ 

c lower at 32%c and dipped to 

Provisions were quiet early. Hogs at the 
yards were firm and influenced a fair sup- 
port by packers* and consequent higher 
prices for products. Only part of the gain 
was held, however, because of oe corn 
weakness. September nee opened an- 
changed to 12%c u at ant 021% to $17.15 and 
steadied near $17. Sept. lard started 2% 
to Se up at $10.75 to $10. 77%, and Se ribs 
opened 5 to 12%c up at $10.40 to $10. Try and 
dipped back to $10. 

Missouri Pacific advanced in a feverish 
way to 119 and New York Central rallied 
over a point. An active demand developed 
for Reading and Chicago Great Western, 
which rose more than a int each. The 
coalers hardened in sympathy, Erie's second 
rising 1%. Meanwhile, the industrials be- 
came easier. Colorado Fuel broke abrupt- 
ly to 98%, and Amalgamated broke abrutly. 
Railway “stocks were easier again at noon.
